A b&ief a coo it xt of Haaam. the HtiiTORiAif ow KahuIh 

Motrin Hasan Sah wan born at a village called Gfiniru, 
a mile to the south east of Bandipur In KflSmir, in 1248 a.it 
(1832 a.d,J and died at the same Tillage in 1310 a.u. (189$ j,d ) 
at the ago of 00 year*, flo earn© uf a family of Pi« or 
Muhauiuiadrui priesUs, di'itm^imhrd in Persian &ud Arabic lea ru- 
ing. Bib oovcath anoastor was ft KWmlri Brahman, named 
Caned Koul, who became a convert to 1 1 * n haing named 
K>kh GAai uddin. Thit mnn*i . M*^( *on t Kekh YA^nb. waa 
a wholar nf murh renown and wo*, therefore*, taken in the 
ixmrt of the U' ■ -il ErnpBror^Sah.wFahttn. Haian Sah's father. 
Jloalvi Guldm Raaul, wrote four books in Pennon poetry, 
called J/t/fwwa Ycui, RiidVt Twrfa t *A jih Manzar, tmd Kardmdt- 
.' A ; The father taught his son Periiaa and Arabic and 
mode him aa much accomplished in these languages at he him* 
self was, Uaiao otao learnt the Greek system of medicine from 
other teacher* which he practised until ihe cloning years of his 
age. 

In 1873-78 i . occurred a Unriblo famine ui KAAuilr whose 
ravages ate li moil appalling projjurtiuuA. Iln&tn wrote out a 
pamphlet in Persian rereo in which ho described the true char- 
acter of the calamity and made certain aenaiblo pu^jo- t unif for 
the improvement of the situation* He ssnt this pamphlet to 
h-iuiri Anant Ram, the then Prime Minister to be presented 
to Mi* flighnem the late MahAraja Ranhir Singh who waa at 
(hat time at Jammu. The Mah&r&ja conferred a Khilat uf 
honour upon Hasan as a mark nf recognition of his literary 
Bent*. 

After this, Haaan wrote three books in Persian and KM- 
mlrl mixed, which are greatly admired by the public. Tbeir 
names are— Guitstdn-i-* JkJiluq, Khartta Amir t and 1 Aj4fri*Gar\* 
ta. He once went to K&Kalpindi and there came to know that 
there was a Persian History of KaaniTr writtau by Hula AhmaU 
at a village called Plnduri In the Bdwali-iudi district in tho 
j«j*ftcamon of a man named Mu^h Muhmud. This History is a 
very rare book. It iff said to be tho translation of an ancient 
book called Rataukar Purina containing the accounts of thirty* 
fiv* kingt who ruled in KitAmlr five thousand yearn ago, and alai 
of aevsn kings who ruled in KWralrfrom the end of second to the 
beginning of sixth century of Clirietion era, which accounts 
were lost to history. Rat nflkar PurAna had been discovered id 
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the time of Zuin-ul-iUI n wbo reipned in KSAmlr from 1 422 to 
1474 a.d., and ui-Nr hit orders Mulah Ahmad, the poet laureate 
uf hu court, traaaloxcd it info Persian. RAtnakar Purana i> 
now again untraceable, and on this account the above-men- 
tioned translation is of immense importance. 

Homuii vent- to Pfitdorl and look » copy of this History- 
Returning to Ka&tnir he wrote a Hiatory of Kaimir of his own. 
in which lie embodied the important facta he bad found in 
Mulab Ahmad*! Histcry of Kflimir This copy of Mulali 
Ahmad** Hiatory ve^ winter) urntly loat by him in a flood in 
which his boat capsized, tie heimi thrown into water together 
with the book and rescued but aloa ! without the hook. 

In 1902 a,d. the Kowtnlr Durbar tried to aocure a copy of 
Mulah Ahmad** History, but Mulah Mahmud, from whoa 
Kuan had got hi* copy, hod since died and his family had 
removed to Kabul at the invito I ion of Ilia Majesty tho late 
Amir Abdul R&hm&n Khan. 

Hasan gave a subtle touch of humour mingled with 
rtmiuugunw to Ui dreds na a priest. One or two anec- 
dote* might be mentioned* Once a wnman tnld him that 
her mother in-law woe often quarrelling with her, and asked 
for a charm bo that the quarrels might cease. Hasan gave 
her a eh arm, enjoining upon her that whenev. i har mother- 
inlaw would begin to utter harsh wordn to her she should 
at once put tho charm under her own teeth aod presa it 
bard, Tho Pir T « instruction* were faithfully followod, Tha 
dauchter-in-Uw having the charm pressed under her teeth 
could not open her mouth to remonstrate with her mother-in- 
law for hor vituperation* and thn letter's fury wuuid wnao- 
quently at (OH abate, the result was that there was aooo 
peace between them. The simple woman ascribed this change 
oot i** her uwa tileuce, but to the efficacy uf the charm, for 
which she came to the Pir and thanked him. Another time a 
woman told him that whenever she eat down to spin, it would 
happen that ahe had to go a way to do some other more urgeni 
work and ahe, therefore, requeu ed to be vea ;* charm in order 
that she might keep heeelf busy with her spinning wheel. The 
Pir gave her a charm with a thin thread attached to either end 
of it ( enjoining opoti hot to tie it tip with her own toe on on* 
aide and with the ipinning wheel on tha other, whenever she 
went to spin, tafcingcam that the thread would not break* The 
mult was thut oho thought o( nothing but the thread which 
the Pir had said must not break, and the consequence woa 
that her thoughts became concentrated and she forgot every- 
thing elao while ap>nniiig, Tlio iguuront woman ascribed all 

this to the wonderful efficacy nf th* nharm and had firmer faith 
in the Pir. 

Sir W. It. Lawrence, when Seittement Commissioner of the 
Ki*mlr State, was supplied by Hum) with mueh hiatorical 
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information and was nlaa taught Ujo KftAmlrl lanuuage by him. 
In pop* 154 of his Valley of Kashmr Sir Walter thn* expnwes 
hfe gratefulness to the mnn : —

An eagle taking, it lo be a piece of flesh pounced upon him. 
Its sharp talona pricked down through the handkerchief right 
into tUe kind's eye* »nd pulled lliew out. The king liad * 
very severe pain and in three days died.

Lachrmn'a brother, named Strak, *uo<wd#d him H# 
completed llio cApedition aueceasfallr which hie predeoeaor 
had commenced. Hukafaiu PAl, Chief of Moltan, robrod into & 
fort and held out for one mouth, but ultimately m»du peace, 
ugreoing Uj pay a tribute to fTOrak. After this tho viotoriou* 

kiriK returned Xv KA>mir. 

Later on, a chief, Dardu by uatue, rebelled and corning 
into tbe KAinrft) plunderrd the Tillage*, ^urak with Me troor* 
went out to oppose him and DArdu togethei with Ida men 
retreated and fled amy into the hill*, but «ir*k pursued them. 
He went too far without circumspection antil Dnrdua M 
entrapped him and his force between two lulls and cut oil then 
supplies. They also rolled down stone* from the hdla upon 
them and killed all the troops. The king wm taken |RWW 
and detained in a fort fit Pittan. 

Vajriditva woe the mm of king Laehmaiu Heweniwiui 
a force to aet hb uncle released. He tinit marched over ike 
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ooantrj of Darriu, sacked it and nioreo'Ted inhabitant ind 
then caiue to Pat fin and took the fori by storm hut Loo 
late, as just at his approach the enemy cut ofl the head of 
*Surak and threw it down over the walls of the fort 
SBrak's reign extended over 61 yenm. 

Vajraditya— i»M ' 

Vajradityn amended the throne in th<» year 403 a i>. He 
m:i I. however, to fontanel with the son of Surak named 
Jfty^ndiu. They fought in the Marftj DiTiaion for ooo yoar 
without either of them getting vanquished. At last Yajradity* 
icoompliehod hi* purpose in a particularly cruel and ttoachoroai 
manner. Ho negotiated and made pence with bin foe and when 
tho latter came over to hia camp, he baaoly luurdctrd bin 
Jayendra'e Iroopi poi frantic and iikiijciiAiit m tli is treachery and 
fought with VajradiUa until 10,001) truopt were lost on both 
»idco. Vajrfiditva, lu>utner P ?uu the field and returned to hii 
capii&L lie wa& a gowl ruler. He built many temple* and 
tepuired Yljajenhvure temple. In hid tune the grains were WW 
cheap, husked me selling at 8 pice a Khanfir (BtJ seer*)- He 
leigned for 10 yean und 8 months.

Itauftditya succeeded his lather in 414 a.d. He wa* • 
glorious king*— powerful, just, generous and uood. His brad 
was formod like a shell He had a beautiful queen named 
ttjum raiubhii. There is a legend thai ho was in his former 
birth a gambler. Having lost all his property in jja rob line and 
then being disgusted with himself , lie desired to s&o the goddess 
Bhramora-vasini oc the VindhyA mountain, to obtain from her 
the boon of fading indifferent to his own life. Bnt thn way to 
the place being infested wit li atinging b&p& and 0th ar inserts, 
be, to protect himself, first cov*n»d his body with a metal 
armour, over which hf* put on a buffalo hide and over it again 
a plaster of day robed with cow-dung. He then set o0, reaching 
Ilia destination quits emaciated by ihe loop and difficult journey 
and tormented with the stings of b»Oe which had pierced OTN 
through hi* titrong oovcirin^a Tho goddcas touched him and 
hp wan roetored to hie atrongth The goddcas tbcu disappeared 
and presently a beautiful maiden was scon by him Dear by 
The womua oompa*eiouat*ly »puke lo him that 'be bad token eo 
muoh paina to come up to this difficult place and told him |fl 
adh for a boon. He wna charmed with her Iwauty aad said to 
her that the booa he would ask for was that she should become 
his wife, The woman aaid she was no other but the noddess 
Dhraniar^vinuii and could not Iw a wife to a mortal. But 
liu iiisimed that he woold ask for no other boon, and if *bc 
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was to iwp hor word eho should axeedo to hit toijutsat, She 
then tnM him that it would bo bo in another hjrtlu Alter this 
he committed auicido by throwing himself down from a tre* at 
Pray A w (the junotinn of the Sindh iitcj with the fjlinluni near 
Sndipar) in tbo hop© 0/ taking a frcdi birth iu uniun with the 
Roddo*s, Ho wna born as Ranadhya ami she as Ruun-ruiuhhn . 
The latter was found Hooting iu the oOHa bv tbe king of the 
^ (Tanjoiv) named Rathejju, who [ticked her up and 

nourished her. Wbou olic was Emm up, several kings afifced 
for her l>and but Ratieenn wuuld nut consent. Kanadttva also 
sent bin minister for ibis girl and Rarieenn was about to give 
his refusal when lt&mi*ramuhft dedarad to htm that Mils' Hug 
should bo her husband. She then related to Win the whole 
story of her origin and thereupon Ratteena sent Imr to the 
residence ol out* of his friends, the kinp of Kuluto (Kulu) where 
the nuptials were to be celebrated. Kansditya weal to Kulu 
.uid married her. As *ht? could not touch a mortal, she never 
louched him. She used to deceive the king by keeping in bed 
a phantom woman resembling henetf and voyld lier<eu go out 
at nigbt In the form of a bee. 

Raiuditya built two temple* to the west ol the Hari-Parbat 
hill in his own name and in that o) hit* quern, and hurl two 
Sivalingas made for them One day woe remaining to the d»tr 
fixed for their consecration when an astrologer, who had arrived 
from abroad, said that both these linges were hollow contain* 
Ing broken piecat itf stone* and frogs. The date of oonsecral^oD 
being so near, new Urigai could not be prepared in time and 
the kinj/, theieforr, fell into much anxiety, not knowing what 
to da At tbat tune Iheqaeen spoke to him — *' ^t the marriage 
of Siva with Pirvall. Projnpali officiated as priest and he 
brought the image of Visum for being worshipped hy th* bride 
groom. When Svi Mv this inuuze be considered it valued** 
as it rtfjresented Slfcti alone without Siva. JTiva limn put 
together into a tamp all the jewsla brought ** marriage 
presents by sods and Afumaaad moulded thsrn into a Linga 
This Linga and that image of Vifpu eame afterwards in the 
hands of Rifrona w\™ used to worship them at Lanka 
(i Vvlon) and after his tieinp killed hy Rilma wrrs carried away 
by t he monkeys to the Himalayas.

It is iaid there wae a water-carrier* named Brahraa who in 
reality was a Siddlia, and the queen knowing his trtio worth 
made hi in consecrate tho two imago?. Having DM1 rooognixed 
by tho people, ho movtd through tho air utter ocuae crating the 
Ran-o5rara Linga and consecrated the ItanffAYuinin Mcrctly 
The ijuren erected a grand hall iii honour it tliiw Siddha vhiol 
she called Brahuia-uiiimiupa. 

Ranfiditya and liis queeu also built the tcmplm of Itaniv 
rainbhfi-sminm and Ran&-iambhu-d?v& uud a Muthti tor men- 
dicants ou the Had Parbat hill , probably on its southern aide, 
which yave Kainavari (eastern suburb of Srlnagar) tn name* 
The king also established a hospital for Uh Hick and suffering 
poor, in order to ward off a danger threatening hi* Another 
queen, Sena»nmkhi. lie e rectal "a hvupleof .Mftrlancla (San) 
srt the village of Suuiia-roiaika which he called Runapura- 
-V mini The modern name of Siioha-roUika ie Summ-bog 
village near Pautachok (fi milea from Srinauaj on the Anant» 
nag road) oa the left bonk of the ViUstA. AtPantachuk m the 
Kuruktwtra pilgrim ace v l«?rt Hindus go to bathe on the 
occarion of aolar eclipse Another queen of hia, Amrita-prablin. 
built the shrine of Amrt-eSvara on the right aide of RaneSa 
She aUu placed an image r.f Buddha in the Vilinrn hutlt bj

Ranivramhha had gtvan the bins a manic apell, railed

begin*) and then wont to Naadi-£la (Nund~kul lake)- After 
wardi lio onto rod tho cave of Xamuchi (NaiueibaJ near the 3rd 
bridge in Srinagar) togethei with lun retinue.

fie weut, when yet a bov eleven vears old, to visit dtllercut 
countries in India in crmpany with hit uncle, MangaladUyu 
After visiting various places of worship he went to the Stvalik 
mountains when* lie saw a rtolaae, named Ganapat, who had 
been living in a cave since 100 years. Vainyaditya remained 
with him, and, under his guidance, practised penances for 
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twelve > i-o, taking uu food except a cup of milk each day

courtiera approached Valtiyndit y<i and requested him to alt 
on the throne, hut he declined. Thereupon all the people 
h warmed round him, and at last, to avoid disappointing them, 
lie areepteri tlieir oiler hut , before dnini; *o, took pledge from 
than that Id lii* tiiuo ther ihoukl never toll alio; should 
never break a prommc; should cause ik> gratuuouB Injury; 
^Imiild abstain lrom unlawful means ol gam ; and should never 
kill a living creature Hi then came down Llio hill and at 
Uagribal huilt an abode far himself near which two vaults were 
rori&rucltfd In one of these vaults tl* revenue <>f the Maiiij 
Division and in the other that of tbo Kiraraj Division was to 
he deposited. He then iwied an edict to the effect that 
villagers ahould ihenuelvei oorne at tlw end of a year and 
deliver the value of t\w tenth part of their produce into 
their respective vault*, and brought the whole revenue-col- 
letting emtl under reduction, The village™ were thu* eased 
of all official interference He appointed Ida brother, named 
Y[ikraniadUya. as CommandeMn-Chief and kept the key of the 
Kaniraj Treasury vault with bun.

PART f. — PREHISTORIC PERIOD. 

The Xilamnta Puraua says that Kashyapa had two wives, 
Kadru and Vinata. the former I>oing the mother of snake* and 
the latter that of birds, and they used often to quarrel with 
each other for supremacy. Ultimately it was decided among 
them that their supremacy should be decided in ■ wuger, ue. f 
whoever lost it should hocornp the slave of the other. The 
wager took the following form : A horw was brought and 
Vinata was asked the colour of the animal by Kadru. Vinata 
Maid it was white, as it really was, whereupon Kadru got her 
aorw. the snakes, to cover the horse with themselves so that 
it might look black. After this it was brought closer and 
Vinata wan again asked to say what its colour was. Vinata had 
to say then that it was black. A- this showed a failure on the 
part of Vinata, the wager is said to have been won by Kadru. who 
claimed her right over Vinata as to become her maid-servant. 
After this Kadru used Vinata as a conveyance, riding her in a 
horse fashion- The **ona of Vinata were also treated in the same 
maimer by the sons t>f Kadru. Kadru said if Vinata 's sous 
brought Aiurito, she and her cliildren would he released from 
this bondage. Garudu, son of Vinata, brought some Amrita 
and gave it to Kadru, whereupon both the mother and her 
children werf released of the bondage. To retaliate the ill- 
treatment, Ganida bepjiri to pat up all the snakes that came by 
his way* 1 

Basuki, a son of Kadru, invoked tlie aid of Vishnu who 
used to be carried by Garuda, so that the latter would desist 
from the above practice. Vishnu advised RAauki to go to a 
place called Satigar. which was principally inhabited by Shiva, 
and thereby avoid Game la. He was further advised in migrating 
thus to choose Ntlanag, the moet intelligent of them, aa their 
king. Thereupon Xilanag and Basuki with many others came 
to Satisar to live there permanently. NilanAg chose a place 
which was then called Wri and now called VerinAg. Another 
version is that the place chosen by him was the spring in the 
Nagam Purgonah which is even now called XilanAg. 

The word Nag means both a spring and a snake. All 
springs in Kashmir are associated with a presiding -make* It 
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is commonly believed that by removing the snake the water 
can be mode to disappear. 

India and his wife, Indrdni, once came to Salisar for * 
pleasure trip, where a demon t named Somagreh, became en- 
amoured with IndrAni and ran after her. Indra. however, killed 
him. Wliile the demon was excited his virus fell in the water 
which was tended by the snakea, the result being Jalodbava* 
which name meatus "produced from water/ * This Jalodbava 
began to eat up men living on the banks of Satisar. 

According to Vi jay esh vara Mahatma the extent of Kashmir 
under water when it was known by the name of Hntiaar (Sati 
meaning PArvali and Sar t lake) wns 24 kos long «nd 12 kos wide. 
The Nilamata Purana says that the places inlialrited were Kon- 
sarbal (in Deosur) and Harmukh (in L&rh the rest being under 
water. Both these mountains arc very high. 

Kn^hynpa Muni came from the Deccan on a pilgrimage. 
Hearing of this, his son, XilanAg {anakei. went to receive him 
at Kon Khel, a place near HardwAr. NilanAg asked Kashyajut 
to visit Vishnup&d (in Deosar), a holy place. The first plait* 
in Kashmir they reached was Maddar Drab, now known as Moh 
in Deosar* Tha father asked the son the reason of there being 
no habitations. The son said that Jalodbava, son of 8omagreh t 
was the cause i if de[>npalation and that he did not pay any atten- 
tion to his request to desist from doing so. The son oj*kcd for 
his father's help in this. After bathing in Vishnupad, so called 
up to the present time, Kashyapa with his son, Nilauag, went 
to Brahma-loka f where were present Vislinu and Shiva, and 
complained to them about Jalodbava having dejK>pulat«l the 
place. The three, Brahma, Vishnu and Shiva, with Kaa- 

hyapa and his son, UWMfUpOQ agreed to come to the spot and do 
something to prevent the cause of complaint. Thoy aII came 
to a place called Nao Bandan (a place still so called in I>eo- 
sar). Jalodbava. fearing some mischief, hid himself under 
water. His exit was looked for by Brahma and others with a 
view to kill him, but without any result. Anonta, an income 
tion of Vishnu, followed and produced a chasm in the mountains 
near B&ramulla to let out the water* After the water was let 
out, Jnhxlbava was PSHL He, however, caused darkness to 
come over the country, whereupon Vishnu took the Nun and Moon 
in his hands and thereby caused the darkness to disappear. 
Jalodbava was again seen and his head was cut off by Vishnu. 
After this Brahma, Vishnu. Shiva and Ananta went back to 
their respective abodas. 

Th«re is, however, another story in the shape of a tra- 
ditionary legend as to the extinction of Jalodbava. After 
letting out of water as iuention«*d before, Jalodbava hid himself 
in a place which was a hollow having water in it. On this 
Kaahyapa invoked the aid of Durga, who taking the form of a 
Mitui went to the Sumira mountain and brought a portion of it 
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in her beaJt and threw it over the hollow and thereby killed Jalod- 
bava. The present Hari Parbat near the l>al lake if* said to In* 
the plare referred to above, and the hill now standing thereon is 
said to be the supposed portion of the Kuniini brought by Durga- 
This hill irt also called .Sumira even now. The name Hari is 
said to have come from Shah (J/fwi), Shn being often replaced 
by Hn in Kashmiri language. 

Kashyapa, seeing that the place had been dearth nf water, 
prayed to Vishnu that the place be inhabited hyrfcwM, men and 
Nags. Vishnu gave the permission, whereupon Kaahyupa got 
Brahman* from the Ileccan (South) to migrate here. From 
this time Kashmir was called Knshyappur or Kashyapruar, and 
latterly Kashmir. 

The name M Kashmir abw implies 11 land desiccated from 
water/ 1 from Sanskrit Ku water, Shimira to desiccate, so called 
bwwwrtc the valley of Kashmir wart in the beginning, a* stated 
above, a mountain-lake subsequently drained. 

In Sanskrit Puranas. Kashmir is also called tterek (hillj. 
nestled as it is in mountains. In Chapter VIM of Avan&dikoslm, 
the meaning of the word Kashmir is given " land, ruling in whick 
is difficult." 

Kashmir has further been shortened into Kashir by the 
Kashmiris in their own tongue. The Tibetans call it Kha-chal 
(snowy mountain! and the Dards (the inhabitants of Guns, 
etc.) Kashrat. 

The Vijayoehvara Mahatma says tliat at this time the country 
was said to have consisted of 0(1,063 villages commencing from 
Buta Shahar to Chaiuka. In the Kashmiri language a unit 
is called hundred : a hundred, thousand and so forth ; and accord- 
ing to thin the figure G6.(M»3 would shrink flown to 6,0B3 t which 
looks correct- The (wople. however, wen* being oppressed 
by other demon*. They used to live in it in summer and pursued 
agriculture in the fertile valley ; but in winter, for fear of eold 
and snow and of the demons, they used to return to other parts. 
In one of these annual exodus, an old Brahman, named (liandar- 
deva, who could not ret urn to India on account, irf old ace. stayed 
in Kashmir, hiding himself in a cave. He had his provisions 
and other nweAsities for winter with him- When MOW began 
to fall, the demons earn* in hoards and two nf them dragged 
( handardeva out of the caveand took him to Xilanag spring where 
they tossed him about like a ball, in course of which the old 
man fell down into the spring and sank down to the bottom which 
lie found to be a vast place and where he saw a king sitting 00 
a throne in a grand fuilace. The Brahman approached htm and 
complained to him of the trouble given by the demon*. The king 
was NilanAg himself. He took pity on the old man and. calling 
him nearer, handed over to him a book called Nilamata Furonu 
and advised him to give offerings to demons at certain holy 
places on certain day* aj* detailed in that boftlt, 90 that the people 
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coming to live in Kashmir would no more be troubled by tho 
demons. At the approach of spring the Brahman was* pushed 
out of the water upon the dry hank of the Nilan&g spring. Men, 
who returned as u*ual from India t were astonished to find the old 
man aafe and sound whom they had thought dead long ago* They 
heard with muoh amazement the wonderful experiences of the 
Brahman and about the book he had come in iKjasession of. They 
showed his book to their Chief, named Daryadeva. Daryadeva 
ordered the people to act according to the instructions contained 
in the book, which they did, and thereby enjoyed complete 
immunity from the oppressions of demons and from the molts 
meucv of cold weather, and began to live in Kashmir all the year 
round. 

It is said that before Kaliyuga there was in Kashmir an 
established form of government and many great and good kings 
reigned in it. Oue of these kings wan Parasramu. the extirpator 
of the Kshatrsya race. Some Bay that Rama, the hero of 
Ramayana, conquered Kashmir and visited it several tiinra. 
There axe four springs on a hill at B&ramulla which are called 
R ima-k un* 1 , Si f a-kuri'.L Lakahman-kund and Humun&n~kund. 
In olden times there used to be a temple of Kama there* In the 
extreme west of the Xaiharai Purganah at village \lilv*U there are 
four more springe of the same names, and at Home distance above 
ik a place where there fa a large sculptured stone which is called 
the throne of Kama. Lrilii.nl it j d . who ruled from 697 to 
734 A.D*, unearthed a temple at Shira-wardaxi on the door of 
which was an inscription to the effect that it had been built by 
Rama and his brother Lakshman. Running fronj tlie K&jinag 
ranee to the low-lying laud near the Jhelum is a long low spur 
where there are two cut stones of octagonal section which stand 
over four feet out of the ground. The inhabitants of this place 
have a legend that these two stones are the arrows shot by Rama 
and his brother Lakshmau. 

In course of time the |>upulatiun increased and several 
villages were peopled. The headmun of each village became 
nominal ruler of his village* As the time advanced more villages 
sprang up T and then there were more than one village under a 
headman. The*© headmen , in order to be safe ami defend 
themselves from one another's attacks, built fortresses on 
elevated spots, and these were named Kots. And each Kot 
was luider a Kt>t Raja. Some names of these KoU are known 
up to the present time, such as Indarkot. Zainakot, Shirakot f 
Sudrakot, Dadarkot, Butakot, etc. The chiefs of these Kpts 
MH nitod Sanz. For a very long period there was tlus form 
of Kolar&j government in Kashmir. Afterwards some Kota 
Rajas subdued others and there was constant warfare between 
them. The conqueror used to mkU the villager of the subdued 
RAjas. At last some Rajas, who had lost their Kots, went to the 
Ruja of Jnmmu and entreated htm to come over to take Kashmir 
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and deliver tho country from anarchy that wns prevailing, and 
promised to pay him the sixth part of the revenue for main* 
tenant of peace and got)d government. The Raja of .lamniu 
sent his own son, named Dayakarann, with a large force who de- 
feated the insurgents and became supreme ruler of Kashmir. 



PAKT //.—HINDU PERIOD. 

Chatter I. 

Rajatarangini, the Sanskrit history of Kasluuir, written 
by Kalhana, is one of the oldest historical records in the world. 
Much interest was and is being taken by many wriimttrta 

in its study. This history begins with a king named Gouand* 
I, and continuing the accounts of his son and successor, Ddmu- 
dara, and of the latter's wife. Yashovati, who reigned a** Queen 
Regent after her husband's death until her son, Gonanda II 
attained to majority, and of Gonanda II, it says that the 
accounts of 35 king** of Kashmir are lost and unknown, 
and leaving this gap continues again. Hasan, a historian of 
Kashmir in Persian, howrever, says that Zainulabdin, who 
reigned in Kashmir from H23 to 1 17 1 A.D., got a translation 
of the Rdjatarangini done in Persian by Mullah Ahmad who was 
poet-laureate of his court. For this purpose Zainulabdin made 
a search for Puranns and Taranginis of ancient writers. The 
names of more than 15 different Rdjat a r angiitis were then known* 
but the ruthless hands of Zulchu (1323 A.D.) and Sikandar, 
the iconoclast (1393-141H AJ).>. had destroyed all old lK>okfl 
of Hindus. With great efforts* however, only the R&jatHrajiginia 
of KaUiana, Khimendra, Waclihulakw, and PadmaraiJittr wen? 
obtained. Out of these. Khunendra's RAjatarangini wna found 
replete with inaccuracies, but from other Rdjatarongiuis the 
translation was completed. A few years later, some birch bark 
leavcg of an tJd Rftjatarangini, written by Pandit RatnAkar, 
called Ratnakar Pur&na, were, tlirough the exertions of one 
Pruja Pandit, obtained- From these leaves the account of 35 
kings who bad ruled in Kashmir in the beginning of the Kaliyuga 
ago, whom Kalhana, owing to want of any record, had omitted 
from his book, was found out. Thin discovery gave much 
pleasure to all, and Zainulal>din had the facts, that were recorded 
in the Ratndkar PunLna. inserted in his translation of the 

HAjatorangifu. + 

The Ratuakar Puraua is rant now to be found anywhere, 
nor oven the translation of the IiAjatarangini by Mullah Ahmad, 
but Hasan says he has embodied the accounts of the 35 lout 
kings from Mullah Ahmad's translation. It is said that Hasan 
had obtained a copy of this translation from a Kashmiri emi- 
grant at Rawalpindi" but one day. when lie was noing in a boat in 
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the city of Srinagar>it so happened that his boat capsized and 
both ho and the book were thrown into the water, lie being 
rescued and saved but without the book. Hasan is now dead, 
and it is not known from which man at Rawalpindi he had 
obtained the copy. 

Be that as it may, the accounts given by him of these 
lost kings do not appear to be unfounded. There are legends 
current among the people which quite coincide with these 
accounts— legends of winch there in no mention whatever in 
Kalhona'rt Rajutarangini. 

For instance, the Kashmiris say that kings belonging to 
the Pandava dynasty have ruled over Kashmir ; and 23 of thtw 
11 lost IJ kings do t>elong to the P&ndava dynasty. The ruin* 
on the Martand plateau are popularly called Panda v-Lar <*r 
the building of the Pandavas, and the kins, who according to 
Hasan built it . is Ramadeva, one of the descendants of Pan- 
da vas. 

I>r. Stein says that it was built by Lalit&dityn on the 
authority of vers* 192 of Book IV of the Kajftturiingini T 
but I consulted several learned Pandits in Kashmir and they are 
unanimous in saying that he has erroneously interpreted the 
text. 

The lest is

of which Dr. Stein give** the following translation 

** That liberal (king) built the wonderful (shrine) of Mar- 
tanda with its massive walls of stone within a lofty enclosure 
[prdsdiltintan and its town swelling with grapes." 

Mr. J. H. Marshall, (he ArrliKoIogical Superintendent 
of the Frontier Circle (Government of India), also acknowledge 
in a note on the Archaeological work in Kashmir that Dr. Stein's 
rendering IB doubtful He says— 

** Now the manifest difficulty with Dr. Stein's translation 
is his supplying of the word for M Shrine." If the passage 
had occurred in a list, of Lalitaditya's foundations or in any 
similar context where the word MBKUnMH or some equivalent 
could have been drawn naturally frotn the preceding stanww, 
its omission here would be nothing unusual and would not have 
constituted a difficulty. But unfortunately the st*anza im- 
mediately preceding IV, 192 has nothing to do with ttmplw, but 
recounts merely certain irrigation works. It is tnie that IV, 
190 do«s h|>eak of the erection of a temple, but it is at best bold 
to carry over the word from this stanza and supply it in 10& 
Again the usual meaning of the word prihnm is " enclosure 
Of" * rampart,** i\e. t a wall in the *em*e of a rtty wall or some- 
thing of that sort, not a house or temple wall, whereas prnmdn 
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usually means a lofty building, palace or temple* The passage, 
therefore, in not an easy one, and its interpretation is di&* 
tinctly open to doubt,'* - 

The best Sanskrit scholars in Kashmir fully corroborate the 
rendering** given to Mr. Marshall by PhiuIiI Mukand Ram (who 
worked on the Rajatarangini for I>r. Stein ), which are as 
follovra ; — 

(1) And that liberal (king! built Martanda near to the 
temple [prnnnddntar) off the wonderful city with its wall of massive 
atone** and n park ipaiUin) full of vines- 

(2) And thut liberal (king) built the wonderful Martanda 
colonnade, of massive stones with the temple inside, and o/^o 
the town rich in grapeH* 

On these renderings Mr. Marshall makes the following 
observations 

(Xst rendering)* — 4t This restores the word prnkdra to it* 
more usual meaning and gives us a word for temple in prrisadd. 
The objections to it are (a) the rendering of antar by 4 * near," 
which ifi not Authorized meaning for the wonl t and [b) the omit** 
sion of the second connective, the cha in 4 drdh*hd*pbitam cfta 
paftnmxm 1 , and these objections would appear fatal, on gramma- 
tical grounds/* 

But a reference to a Sannkrit Kusha, for instance the 
Nhabda-Kalpadrum, will show that the meaning of antar ie 
''near/ 1 41 Also " has been omitted in the translation by 
Pandit Mukand Rim, which I have now given in italics, and this 
disposes of the objection for cha. 

(2nd rendering). — 41 This takes both the connective* into 
account, ami assigns the usual meanings to both /iraXum and 
pnisdda, but the compound prti&iddniar as a bahuvrihi^ meaning 
,l having a tcinplein the interior, M is distinctly difficult ami no 
parallels to it can be traced. Otherwise, and if thin form of 
compound with antar can be established, there would b« little 
or no objection to this rendering/* 

But the Sanskrit grammarians in Kashmir wy that such 
bnhuvrihin do often occur and that there are many parallels 
to it. 

It is clear from the above that there existed already a 
temple on the Martanda plateau before the time of Lalitoditya. 

The Kashmiris say that there was a city at the place 
where the Vular lake now rests, and recite a story which strik- 
ingly agrees with the accounts given in the above-mentioned 
history. 

XaUena in Kashmiri language is synonymous with a person 
of abominable* character, and nobody knew why it was no. 
Xalsona is one* of these 35 kings. He was a cruel and opprewira 
king and wu, therefore* universally detested by his subject*. 

4 ' Lolare Hambro f * is a favourite love-song among the Kash- 
miris but nobody knew its origin. Bambm was one of these 
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86 kings. He fell in love with a woman named Lolarc and was 
so enamoured with her that he abdicated the throne in order to 
spend his life with his beloved, 

Hiinal Nayi-Arjuna id a popular love-story and its origin 
id r raced in the accounts of one of these M lost " kings. 

It is not only these 35 kings that Hasan gives full au- 
count** of* but he mentions, on the authority of the Rat- 
nnkar Purana. seven more kinp* later on, whose account id 
not to found in Kalhana 's RujataranKini. According to him f 
RonAdil ya 's rule did not extend over 300 years as stated by 
Kulhana. which is, on the face of it, prejwwteroua (see Dr. 
Stein's introduction to Kalhatia^s Chronicle, page 8ft), but over 
oidy 60 years and 3 montlis, and that six kings preceded, and one 
followed hini f the account of whose rule he gives in detail, 
but whom Kalhana has omitted, Among theae 7 kin^s comes 
VainAditya, and it is noteworthy that even up to now hi;* name 
is a household word anions the Kashmiris and hv is remembered 
as to have been a most virtuous and noble king of Kashmir. 
There occur* in Kalhana's Rajatarangini (Book V, 97-100) 
a temple by tht* name of VainyA-evAmin about whose founder 
no mention is made therein anywhere, but it shows that there 
hod been a k»ng of the name of Vainy&dit ya who had built it. 

Hasan puts the data of accession of Gonamla I. ok 30 warn 
before Kalivtiga (3120 B.C,), while Kalhana puts it tW3 after 
Kaliyuga (2448 B.C.) on the authority of VarabmihiraV Brahat 
■Saniliita, It is an admitted fact that (lonancla I. w i - a con* 
tempera ry *'f Krishna .the hero^l Mahabhdrata, Srimat Bhagwat 
Ikadutdiskund says that Krishna id his Inst davs told [\ihuva:

"When I shall depart from this world affliction will overtake 
it, and after sometime the Kaliyuga wiJI also witness this, 
after sometime the Kaliyuga will have begun." Kalhana say» 
that the Muuis {the Great Bear) were at the Maghah Xakshatra 
when Raja Vudhishthira, a contemporary of Krishna. wna 
ruling the earth, In Srimat Bh&gwat, Part XH, Chapter II. 
is written that when the Munis were at the Maghah Xakshatra. 
Kaliyuga commenced, and that when Krishna ascended heavea 
the same day did Kaliyuga begin. Tin* Kalivuga era 
3101 B.Q 

Mr. Har Bilas Sarda, B.A., Member of the Royal 

Asiatic Society of Great Britain and Ireland, mentions in hi* 
* - Hindu Superiority/ 1 page 143-44;— 

" Bradhgargh Muni holds that the Saptariahis were in the 
Slaghah Nakshatra at the junction of the Dvapar and tlm 
Kahyug* He says :—

•* Following evidently the view held by Bradhgargh Muni, 
the author of the Ayeen-i-Akbari saya that Vikramaditya as- 
cended the throne in the 3044th year of the Yudhishthira era. 
This also makes the Yudhishthira era begin 3044 + I9ft3 (Vikrama 
era) 5,007 years ago." 

It is also popularly* said, and even in IvnJhoua's time it 
was commonly believed, thai the Hlirir;ilu war took place at 
the end of l>vapara Yuga (Rujiiturmitfini. k I, vwes 4Kaml 
49). 

In the introduction to Metaksharn by Bapudova Shdstri, 
the famous ustrouonier, ia written that during the tinit 
century of (v&livnga, Pariksdiit wiw born, Parikahit wa* 
grandson of Arjuna, the" brother of Yudhishthira, It is 
also recorded in the name introduction that at the beginning 
of the reign of Janmejaya, only 125 yean* of Kaliyuga had 
elapsed. Janmejaya tvas the great-grandson of Arjuna, Tarli 
XitliA TarkavaehiHfmti. late Principal of Free Sanskrit (Allege, 
Calcutta, and the well-known author of Brahatabhidhan and 
other books in Sanskrit, has also, after making researches, 
written in his introduction to SaraJa, the commentary of 
Sidhintakauraadi, that Parikshit was born when only SO yearn 
of Kalivuga had elapsed. 

An ini[>ortant confirmation of this hypothesis ih added 
from the following: About 1,300 years ago. when the great 
work on astronomy, namely. Khandakhadi, was written hy 
Ifrahmagupta in which Ha authi3r gives authority of Arya Bat, 
the famous astronomer of ancient times.

It 
therefore shows that Yudhishthim was ruling in the be.ginning 
of Kaliyuga-

Kaliyuga began and Yudhishthira lived, 3179 ahould be lidded 
to the &aka era- The Saka at present being 1832. it oomea 
to 5011 years.

Gonanda berame king of Kashmir in 3120 B.C. He waft 
one of the relations of Jarasaiulha, king of Magadha. He 
wart a good and just king. When JarlUandlm was at war with 
Krishna, on the hank of the river Jamuna, GonnndxTs army 
fought bravely for some time, hut WW at last routed and he 
himself was killed by Balahhadra, brother of Krishna. Gonanda 
I. reigned for 17 years. 

2. Damoimra 1—3103-3090 B.C. 

After Goiumda't* dealli his son. I I ini ■ " I u ? . - il on the throne 
-in 3103 B.C. He was always brooding over his father's death. 
In thoee days Svayammra or 4i maiden's own choice " of the 
daughter of the king of Kandahar (Gandhara) was proclaimed 
Jit the honks of the Indus. Damrxlara lizard thr Yidavas had 
also been invited on the occasion, and he. therefore, left to meet 
them and tight with them in order to avonge his father's death. 

He fought hut wah killed by Krishna- His wife, Yaahovati, 
vrho was pregnant, was, by order of Krinlina. made queen regent 
of Kashmir. lJan]odara.'s reign extended over a period of 13 

years. 

3. Yashovati- :m^m R.a 

Rani Yashovati was declared queen of Kashmir in oOBO 
B.C. As she was pregnant she gave birth to a no whom she 
named (ronnnda II* She reigned for 15 5-ears. 

4. Gonanda II— 3075-3035 B.C. 

Gotuinda II,, when yet a boy, was. by eounuil of tlie minis- 
ten*, DEOflKUfld as king of Kashmir in 3075 B.C. About this time 
the great war of MaliAbharata occurred, and as Gonanda II. 
was a young prince he was not invited to assist by either the 
Kauravos or Pandavas. He was. caused to be slain by Harna* 
deva, hi* Prime Minister, having reigned for 40 yean.

5. Harnaokva B.C 
Harnadeva, the second son <*f Parikshil, grandson of Arjuna, 
the third brother of Pandavas, vainly contended with his brother. 
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Janmejaya, for some time for the kingdom of Hastina-pura or 
modern Delhi, When he could not withstand his brother, 
Harnadeva fled with ft company of his men toward* the hills 
of Cham ha. Here he found an ascetic practicing austere pen- 
nnoes in a cave* Harnndeva, who had just Iwn defeated by 
his brother and was. therefore, niueh disappointed, went to 
the hermit and remained U an attendant on him. One day the 
lioly man was pleased with him and delighted him by foretelling 
that he was to become king of Kashmir. Haruadeva. trusting 
an the holy man's words, proceeded with his men to Kashmir, 
travelling over the mountains in the east of the valley, and cot 
service in the army of on and a II- who was then the king of 
Kaahniir. By dint of bin abilities, he gmdually rose to the office 
of Prime Minister. He pleased the commandants of the army 
and the other minister* by his lilierality, but, blinded with 
selfishness, became unfaithful to his master: On finding un op- 
portunity, ho caused king Con an da II. to be slain by his men, 
and then, supported by the courtiers, umirped the throne. By 
his generous disposition, he won the h carta of all and was re- 
nuwned for justice. He had firm control over all parts nf the ^ 
country, and the peace that prevailed gave the country time to grow 
prosperous. The treasury was full, and Harnarieva maintained 
ft large and strong army. He reigned for .to years and then died. 

6. IUmapeva— B.C. 

His son, Ramodeva, sat on the throne in 304)5 B.C. He did 
much to maintain order* and good government. Out of gener- 
osity he fixed only the tenth part of tin* produce of land as hi* 
share. He founded a large city, called Babul 9 on the plateau 
of Mattan which comprised eleven lakhs of houses, and built 
there the temple of Martandeshvara (the ruins of which are now 
to be seen) with large ornamented and beauttfidly carved 
stones, erecting it to a height of over 50 yards. Thr stones 
were hewn superfine and the joints made imperceptible, 
the whole building looking as if one solid block. Some stones 
of this temple are three to eight yards in length and one 
yard in thickness and one to five yards in width, and it is 
surprising how they have been brought here and pile*] up. 
He enclosed the compound of the temple with a wall, having on 
all its four side* beautiful niches and a row of one hundred and 
ninety couples of octagonal pillars. A stream was excavated 
fmm the mountain of Khdvurpura and brought for this city. 
He conquered the Punjab, Kabul and Mi tit An, and then ad- 
vanced to Marwar ; took the latter country from thf* posses- 
sion of Kaohwahs ami tilled his harem with the daughters of 
Kachwah Chiefs, After this he marched to Lucknow, conquered 
it and ceded it to his nephew. From that place he brought a 
Inrgeamount of rfpoiland then went to Kanauj where, after staving 
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for two years, marched his army to Malwah and took it. Many 
cities were founded by him. He married the daughter of Shiva 
Kai, nilerof Gandhara (Kandahar), and passed two yearn in that 
country. He then proceeded towards the Khwalik mountains 
and mode the Chief of those places give him trihute. He 
fought a battle with the ruler of Ktinuum and subdued lum. but 
eveutimlly having married his daughter gave the country back 
Jo him. Then he marched to Xagarkot. a mountain fortress 
between the sources of the Ravi (Hvdraote*) and the Bvas 
(Hyphaaisl, and. after capturing it, went to Hankot, and thence 
proceededto make pilgrimage of (hegoddess Durgo. Thornier of 
that place made allegiance and gave him present. He married 
the daughter of the Chief of Nagarkot to his son. Thence he 
marched to Jaramu, the ruler of which place did not at first 
submit and rose to oppose him, but was at last dufeated by 
bun. He made many people slaves and with much wealth 
returned to Kashmir. After staying in Kashmir for two years 
he again went to India and travelled from Multan to Bengal 
along the shores of the Indian Ocean and made en roiUe about 
•500 chieftains give him tribute. He then returned via Kanauj 
and came to Kashmir with a Urge amount of wealth. Here a 
large public assembly was held by him in which gifts were given 
to brave men and the third part of his booty was distributed 
among the people. During hia lifetime he gave away three 
lakhs of cowb in charity and used to take much care of 
religious men. Two ascetics, one Rimed Hani and the other 
Maru. who had come from Silhet, used to accompany him wher- 
ever he was leading his army for invasion. They had power (o 
make themselves invisible when sitting in company of people 
and then visible at their will, and wnuld not eat*or sleep fur 
days together.

Kamudeva reigned for 69 year*, unrl then, giving over the 
kingdom to hia son, clothed himself in a utag fur and sat with 
till spiritual leaders (Hani And Mam I in the terriplft of 
Part hesh vara on the Bhawon spring for ten year* ami (hen din- 
appeared with t hem, lea-ving no trace of Jiimnelf behind. 



7. V vis DIVA B.C. 

Vyaadeva assumed the rein* of government in J9HK B.C. 
He waa, like hit* father, a juat and generous ruler. He invited 
learned men from India; promoted the learning; cdtablitihft] 
the school* ; and was always intent on promoting the welfare of 
the soldier and the ryot, The reservoir, which ml father hod 
brought through the city of B4bul, wjw stopping in winter owing 
to water being frozen, thervfore the king, for the benefit of 
the people, constructed within the oity a large and deep muk 
of pucca masonry with atone alepd on all ittt ntdeo. 

He went to indin in the attire of a fakir to make pilgnmn^ 
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of holy pluces, and spent lakhs. At that time, king Jo&wont 
of Marvar had proclaimed mayatnmra (umiden't* own choice J 
of hi* daughter named Kalahhawani. VyaUdeva went alone 
at this eeretnony. The bride saw him from afar and cho*e 
him a** her hu&band. He married her and returned to Kashmir 
with much wealth. He brought one thousand gold and silver 
images of Shiva and IMIXMN) Sahgranm (emblem** of Vishnu) and 
placed them in the temple of Mdrtandcshvara and other 
places of worehip. His reign extended over 56 yew*. 

8. Drusa— 2880-2822 B.C, 

After his father's death. Druna Moended the throne. He 
used to dress himself like a fakir arid sit at the door of hia father* 
temple, where he was from morning to evening attending to 
public affairs. He waa so good and merciful that he would 
not fine a guilty person more than a couple of pice. In order 
to overawe the oppressors, however, he had erected a plough press 

near himself, but throughout his lifetime he pressed to death only 
one man; and thenceforward none dared tnole*»t Anybody. 
He was a striot vegetarian bur was not devoting his time to 
worshipping, saving that administering juaticc was more virtuous 
than worshipping Theft and crime were unknown in his time, 
and the people were in the enjoyment of tranquillity and |ieace. 
His wife, M&rgidevi, built the temple of Margcahvara »U the 
villaire of Kuther. He died after reigning for 5S years, 

U. NimlfADEVA— 2822-2768 B.C. 

Siihhadeva succeeded Ida father in 2822 B.C. He ffil 
a good and generous ruler. He spent his whole lift- in wor- 
shipping ; never touched Besh meat ; founded many village?* 
and built many temple*. The village Simhpur whs founded 
by him. The population increased so much that people went 
to live in hills and high lands. His vouain, named VwhAga* 
fell in love with the daughter of a farmer and forcibly took hold 
of the girl. The ju«t king, on hearing thia„ summoned thin 
wicked relative in hi* presence and put him to death. Vifth&ga'* 
mother, not Iwaring the sorrow of her aon'a death, burned 
herself alive on hid funeral pile. By this horrible event the 
gentle heart of the good king waa greatly alfected. so much so 
that he died of grief in only four days after thia occurrence. 
H*: ruled for 54 year*, 

10. Gopaldeva — 2768—2753 B.C. 

Gopekleva. *ucre«ded his father in 2768 B.C. He 
autfered from u painful disease, which weakened both Ul miffed 
and body, and could not. therefore, take the duties and 
pflMfURllu of a ruler upon himself. He entrusted manage* 
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menfc of public affairs to hia minister, named Shashopal. At 
this time the Chief of Khuttan declared war with tlio Chief of 
tviUhgor who wo** brother-in-law of GopAIdeva. The Chief of 
Kashgar WM killed in. the battle and tlie porocHftion of hia country 
WM taken by the conqueror. Thert»U|>on ShaHhojwil went with 
a large army to avenge the death of his master's relation and 
watt met by the enemy's army near a mountain called Tong. 
ShAshopArs troopn were at the foot of the mountain and wore 
destroyed by stones rolled clown by the enemy from above. 
On hearing this news, Onpaldeva, who waa already intirm*bodied f 
became broken- hearted and shortly died of liver di.seiLse. Hi« 
period uf reign was 13 years and three months 

U. Vijayasanda— 2755-2730 B.C. 

Vijayanonda, younger brother of Go|>aldeva, now became 
king. He t after putting the government in order, went person- 
ally at the head of SO.OOO cavalry and l*Mt,Ul>0 infantry towards 
Kasligar and fought a decisive battle with the Chief of Khutta»n» 
defeated him and took possession of Ra^li^ar and K.huttan. 
Peace was afterwards concluded, the Chief of Khuttan giving 
him his daughter named Sum ran R*4ni in marriage* and then 
Vijayafianda restored Khuttan to him and returned to Kashmir. 
He maintained peace on frontier* and managed the affairs of tlio 
country with justice, He built a grand temple of Vijaveshvara 
at Bijhih&ra, in which be hail placed a row suspending by magic 
power or UlLsm* Ten lakhs of gold mnluirc were gpent on the 
construction of this temple, He reijincd for 25 years. 




li Sukhadkva— 273t>-2«8ti B.C. 

Sukhadeva, -son of Gop&lda?*, succeeded in 2730 B.C. 
Being a pleasure-loving king he was always busy in sports and 
merriment*, having entnwtcd management of public alfain* to 
Rama Xanda. Hon of Vijayonanda, Aft a eoDtmqueiice. slack- 
ness occurred in the administration* and. by it, weakiiea* of 
power. The territories belonging to the kingdom in the Punjab 
were seized bj Chitrath, king of Delhi, ojhI the Province af 
Turkibtdn waA also loat. The treasury, and with it the Army 
decreased. Roma Xanda aUo got disloyal and rebellious and 
caught Sukhadeva while hunting in the mountain* of Amar- 
nuth and drowned him in the Liddur river ; and then declared 
himwlf king of Kashmir. Sukhadeva s rule extended over U 
yejim. 

13. Rama Nakda-268*V 2*120 B.C. 

. Kama Xanda aat i>n the- throne in iHlHtV B.C. He kepi 
die frontiers under emit ml; subjugated the ruler »-f Jaminu 
and invaded XajjarkM. The pwi*ini hod to giv.* oiio-tdth 
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the produce as government share. He put to death several 
rebellious men and established his power all over the kingdom. 
The people were happy under his firm rule, which lasted for 
67 yearn. 

14 Sandman— 2620— 2564 B.C. 

His son, Sandiman, succeeded in 2ft2fi B.C. He wns re* 
n owned for justice. He founded n big city at the place "which 
DOW form** the bed of the Vular .Lake, calling it after lus own 
uanieSaudimatuagar, which is even to the present time popularly 
known by the name of SalAbstnagar. The river Jhelum was 
flowing through this city, and he built many grand house* on its 
banks. He constructed 21 temples of stone, out of which the 
temple of Mah&dova was exquisitely line and imposing, and 
plaeed in it 300 gold and silver images of Mahadeva, out of which 
two images were set with jewels. The temple of Zeshteshvara 
on the Sulimdn hill, which is yet extant, was originally built by 
him. Suliman hill, or Takht-i-SuUmdn as it is popularly called, 
must be, from the fact that Sandim&n built the temple on it, 
a corruption of Sandiman lull. 

He marched with a large army to Indm ; invaded countries as 
far a;* Kaiiauj ; and after v taking runny shrines anrl notable places 
returned, going to Kabul and Kandahar. The king of Kandahar 
solicited to be accepted under hi;* suzerainty and gave his 
daughter, PartidevL in marriage to him. He then returned 
from there?, hut. while crossing the river Attoek, his boat cajwized 
ami Partidevi was drowned. The king became much afflicted 
at her lost*, but the ruler of Kanrinhdr sent his second daughter 
to him and thus beguiled hi* sorrow. Sandiman rulwl for 
06 years* 



15 & Iti. M \ jmi a \ iikva & Kamaxdbva— 2564-250!) B,C. 

After his father's death in 2504 B.C, Marhaudeva came 
to the throne and made liis younger brother, Ktimandeva, 
his minister. After some time the two brothers grew hostile 
to each other anrl eventually were at war. The nobles of the 
kingdom then interposed and divided the country between them, 
giving the South-Kastem half to Marhandeva and North- 
Eastern to K&mandeva. Marlmndeva founded the village 
Marhama and built a big temple there. He was a just and 
generous ruler and his subjects were happy under him. Kdmau- 
deva made Sandimatnagar his capital. He was a tyrant and the 
|M»ople were hard pressed. He exiled many people who took re- 
fuse in the tracts governed in peace by Marhaudeva. During 
that time n large comet appeared in the sky whirh was shining 
very bright at night. In the same year rain fell heavily and 
a huge snake appeared at Chakdar which, however, died in a 
couple of days, hut his rarcase did not ho till one year. From 
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that time the tract owned by Marhandcva wa>> called Marhan 
R«j, nnd th«t by Kamandeva, Raman R4j, Mid in course of 
time these names were shortened into Mar&j and KAmr&j, by 
wliich names they are at present known* Marhaudeva ruled 

for 55 years. 

IT. Ciuwdardeva-2«W-2457 B.C. 

Chjuidardciva, who succeeded his father in 25tii» B.C., 
planned a conspiracy for entrapping Kamandeva and ffltf 
successful in it. He slew Kamandeva and put his son, Vargar 
deva, in prison. Having eased himself from fear of enemies, 
he fell in debauchery and indolence and in consequence anarchy 
en<med. He filled his harem with 3tt0 wives and was with one 
each day of the (lunar) year by turn. His reign extended over 
52 year?*. 

18. A >\\M> a — 2457-2429 B.C. 1 1 ( 

A t in-Li . brother of Chandardeva, aueceeded to the throne 
in 2437 B.C. Being a cruel king he would hang men even 
for trivial offences. He died after ruling for 2S years. 

19. DmrPADADEVA— 2429-2378 B.C. 

Ananda's son, Drtapadadcva. ascended the throne. Unlike 
his father, he mi generous and cherisher of his subjects. He 
built a temple of Jw&lamukhi at the village of Shar. So strong 

wm he that one day he haw a stone on the way which was over 
H*> rnnunds in weight, and he pushed it to one side by hi* left 
hand. His brother, HarnAmdeva. refilled against him and 
there wan war l>etwecn them, in which Drujuidadeva recttived an 
arrow in his eye and was killed. Eft ml** extended over 9] years. 

2U Harnamokva— 237*- 2329 B.C. 

HiLnuimdeva, triumphant fruin the battle, seized the 
throne, but soon plunged into the whirl of luxury and indo- 
lence. He was ho fond of liquors that he plant**! vineyards 
in many places and started distilleries, inducing every peiwra, 
whether greal or low, to drink. In his awn jialaw compound he 
had a pond tilled, out of which the liquor waa profusely dis- 
tributed and drunk. While under the influence uf intoxication 
he was Hitting to administer justice and wiu t H might be expected, 
awarding most severe punishments. He waa taking away by 
fom women of the people. At last his (^nniniander-in^Chief, 
named Durga, revolted mid declared war against him. After 
much bloud-tflied, Dmya won the Held and burned the palace 
and a part of the city uf BAbul. Thereupon the people of rim 
city united together and fell upon DtOgft'* army which tlwy 
defeated and also killed Durga. Thus saved by hi* people, 
Hamamdeva gave manifestation to Ulgratitude by remitting two 
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years' revenue of the whole country. After some time Durga'a 
son. named Rungu, in order to avwige his father's death, went 
with aonie nf his companions and caught the king while hunting 
in a jungle and killed him. Harmimdeva's period of reign was 
39 years. 

21, Sclkandbva— 2.^2311 B.C. 

After ha father's deiath Sulkandeva sat on the throne. 
He waa a pItnw*urtvloving king but wad administering justice 
impartially. Saturday he had allotted for public* affiim* and the 
rest of the week he used to spend in nothing but luxury, His 
rule extended over 28 yeare. 

22. Sdjaihtya— 23IU22&4 B.C. 

Sinaditya succeeded his father in 2311 B.( \ He was a 
foolLsh and a snappish king. One day he wan looking his face 
in a mirror and his wife woa unfortunately resting her head 
on his shoulder and her fuce retlected in the mirror. On this 
the king upbraided her. paying that she might Ik* having inti- 
macy with the fjerann in tiie mirror* and cut off her DOM then*aud 
then. It u said he ordered his minister to get for him a virgin of 
paradise. The minister, fearing that he would lose his life if he 
did not satisfy Ub master's wish, brought him a pretty girl, 
nicely dresacd and wearing ornaments, and told him that she 
was the daughter of the lurd of paradise t but ten million dinars 
wure naked for her. The foolish king at onee gave the money to 
the minister and took the girl. The minister was the rftf facto 
ruler, the king being ruler only ill name. SinAditya was kill**! 
by his brother after 17 years of bis nceession to the throne. 

, * 23. 31ASGALADITVA— 2204-2255 B.C. 

iSinaditya was assa&&inated in his Iwd-chamber by his 
brother, MmigaUditya, and then the latter was, by the help of 
the nobles of the kingdom, installed as king of Kashmir. Manga- 
hwlitya 4UW proved himself a bad ruler. He encouraged planta- 
tion of vineyards and had stills started in every- house in the 
country. He was addicted to merry-makings ami also encour- 
aged gambling in the country. lu his time a niwl ap[>eared in 
the atmosphere, by inhaling which many people died. His 
reign lasted 30 year*. 

24, Khimrndra— 2355*2189 B.C. 

Khin^udra succeeded bis father in 2255 BX\ He, after 
making hid control stronger over the frontiers, also became 
luxurious and fond of hunting. It is said he had learnt an 
incantation and by it* power used to enter the houses of I he 
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people undetected and used to violate their women. One 
day he entered the house of his minister, Dnuia, and outraged 
his wife. There he forgetfully dropped his ring, which was 
afterward found by the minister. The tatter recognized it to 
he the kind's and was consequently much enraged, and at night 
caused the king to he slain by his own servants. The king 
ruled for Gfl years. 



25. BimisENA— 218W-2I28 B.C. 

KJnmendra's son. Bhiiusena, was then proclaimed king of 
Kashmir. He waa a wild, reckless prince and a drunkard. He 
enhanced the taxes in the country and introduced many oppres- 
sive measure*. He built (ho temple of Koteshvara on the 
hank of the Jlieluiu and founded the village Sim pur. As the 
Chief of Khuttan had previously invaded Kjishgar. Bhim- 
tfena sent his troops to reconquer -that country, hut when the 
troops were crossing the Kurakoram mountains* they were 
overtaken by a snow-storm in winch they all perished and not even 
one soul survived. During that time a magician, named Turjan. 
came in Kashmir from India, who used by his magic power to 
make people ?*ick and then was coming l>efore the same persons 
as physician and after taking money from them was curing 
them. One day ho made the Rani of the kinp sick by his 
inagiu power end took from the king one thousand tuthmfi* 
and then cured her He hoda pupil who disclosed his mystery. 
The king got to know of tins, and he at last handed that magi- 
cian. It is said that the magician appeared like a swine on the 
gallows. The ltim* ruled for (11 years and 7 months and then 
died. 



26. Lsdrasena— 212S-20S2 B.C- 

Bliiinseua'H son, Indrasena, now sat on the throne. He 
also encouraged gambling and drinking. In his time the people 
were so far demoralized that the name of God was forgotten 
and the most heinous acts were perpetrated by them. The 
king was always busy with revelries, and the public affairs were 
Dauged bj lib minister* Surendn- But the king after soma - 
time got dissatisfied with his minister and dismissed him. The 
minister became desperate and turbulent, raised an army of his 
own and defeated the kin« in a battle, but in the meantime f Iih 
minister accidentally tumbkd duwn his horse ajid was caught 
by the sold ie re of 'the king. The king, who was very much 
incensed against him, hnd his skin taken off hi* l>ody and thus 
tortured him to death. 

The Chief of Xagarkol- abo displayed a refractory sprit, and 
Indrasena sent a force to reduce him t«# oU-dienoe. The Chief 
of Xagarkot resisted but was kilh*I in tin 1 batllr. 

Indrasena ruled for 4*> JWUk 
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27. SPKDAftSENA— 2082-2011 B.C. 

Indrasena's son, Sundaraena, sat on the throne in 2082 B.C. 
He indulged in debauchery, and the people also were demoral- 
ized to the highest degree. From the time of Harnamdeva, 
each successive ruler was a debauchee. The people had become 
addicted to lying, drinking, and gambling They had no moral 
sense and were behaving Uke brutes. Then appeared a hermit, 
a potter by profession, whose name was Nanda Gupta. He 
preached to the people inhabiting the city of Sandimatnagar. 
exhorting them against sinful deeds, but nobody would listen 
to him ; on the contrary, he wan ridiculed and molested. The 
potter then took refuge on a hill which id now called Kr&Iasan- 
gar or potter's bill. 0ne night a destructive earthquake occur- 
red by which the earth in the middle of the city wad rift and 

water pushed out in a si 1 and soon submerged the whole city. 

By the same earthquake a Ijnoll of the hill at Baramullo- near 
Khddauyar tumbled down, which choked the outlet of the river 
Jhcluin and. consequently, the water rose high at onoe and 
drowned the whole city together with it* king and the inhabi- 
tants. This submerged city forms the bod of the Vular Lake. 

Sundersena reigned for 41 years ; and with him ended the 
Panda va dynasty, 23 descendants of which ruled for nearly 
one thousand yean* in Kanhmir. After this there was no king in 
Kashmir for an interval of two months. Those who bad survived 
the deluge by taking shelter on high places on the foot of the 
adjacent hills, came together and elected Lava, who was a 
relative of the ruler of Malwah and ww a Jagir holder at Lnl&b. aa 
king of Kashmir. 

The foregoing 23 kiuu* of Panda va dynasty are among the 
35 so-called lost kings of Kashmir. Kalhanu says that after 
Gonanda II, to the time when Lava ascended th-e throne these 
35 kings have ruled, but according to Hu&an, on the authority of 
Katn&kar. it is not so. After Sundereena, the 23rd of these kings , 
Lava lias come to the throne, and then after the successive 
reigns of 7 kings, the last of whom was Sachiuara. the remaining 
twelve kings out of these 35 ruled over the land. 



Chapter IV. 
28. Lava— 2041-1981 B.C. 

Lava was crowned king of Kashmir by the IfUljytf H M of 
the country in 2MI B.tL He was a powerful ruler and held 
the frontiers quiet and free from foreign aggression. He founded 
a large city, named Lnlau, in the Lolab valley, which contained 
eighty-four lakia of houses according to Kalhana, but eighty 
thousand according to Ratndkar. He bestowed on the Brih- 
mans the village Levara now called Levar* on the Liddar river. 
Ho reigned for AO years. 
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29. K. us ii a — 1 981-171*4 B.C. 

• Lava'sson, Kusha, succeeded in IflHl B.C. He granted llio 
village Karuhara now known by the name of Kolar to the 
Brahmans, and ruled for 7 years. 

30. Khaobnoiu— 1974-1944 B.C. 

Kusha's son, Khagendra, succeeded in 1944 B.C. Ha 
founded Khagi and Khowumndia, now called Kakapur and 

Klummuli respectively, and died after reigning for 30 years. 

31. StTRENHRA— 1944-1001 B.C. 

Surendra succeeded hia father. Khagcndra , in 1944 B.C. 
H»> fuunded a town in the Dra-vad country calling it Soraka, 
and a village named Xarendrahhavana. In lua own kingdom 
he founded the village Saurasa which is now called Shu rat in 
Deflsar. 

He ruled for 43 years and died issueless. 

38. Gt/BHASA— 1901-1864 B.C. 

Gudlmra. who l>ek>nged to a different dynasty, now took 
the throne. Being a noble-minded aaid pious king he be- 
stowed nn the Brahman* the villages Godhara and Hastishfthi. 
now known by the names ofGodarnnd Hustihel, in Deosnr. 

His reign lasted 37 years. 

33. Suva una — 1804- I 8U9 B.C. 

.'♦uvarna succeeded bin father in 1WS4 B.C. He brought 
to Krala now called Ardavani or Advin the canal called Suvar- 
namnui (Sunamani-kul) for its irrigation. This canal Hows 
even to this time along the east of Zninnpur plateau. Suvania 
was a good and benevolent kinj* and reigned for 35 years. 

34. Janaka-1829-1797 B.C. 

Jannka succeeded Hi father in 182» B.C. and was, like his 
father, a good king. He founded two villages, called Jalora 
(Zalur) in Zainagir and Vihu. and ruled for 32 years. 

$5. SACHrsARA— 1 797-1757 B.C. 

Sacliinara. aim of Janata, succeeded in 1797 B.C. He was a 
strong king and Of forgiving disposition. He founded the village 
Shamangasa (.Shangas in Kutharl and the village Shanara fSliar 
in Vihu). His rule extended over 40 yean*. 

After Saehinara come successively the remaining twelve 
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of the 35 socaUed lost kings, the first of whom is Gal#cniLraniul 
the la*t, Fihagwant. 



Chapter V. 

36, Galgbndba— 1757-1712 B.C. 

Galgendra. nephew of Sachiuara, succeeded. He wan 
reputed for justice. He framed a rode of laws and brought it 
into force. In Mar&j h& founded on a plateau a large city 
named Xaunagar,, which is Mid to have contained 13AHMMK) 
houses, and brought from the river Rambiara a stream through 
the city. He built many temples in thin city and reigned for 
45 years, 

37. Bauamva— 1712-1000 B.C. 

Balarfeva who succeeded hi* father in 1712 B.C. was a pood 
and generous kiny. He founded the village Balapur Suparsu- 

man. It is said that Bhigh&m, who waft then kinu of t'jain or 
modem IJelhi, sent a large army to invade Kashmir, which 
was totally routed by Baladeva, Baladeva Imd a daughter 
named Hitual, arid a mail. named Najd Arjuna, foil in love with 
her. At last they were married, but soon after they became 
separated and suffered long the pangs of separation. 

Him/U and Xagi Arjuna is still n jnipulat hive story in 
Kashmir. 

Baladeva reigned for 43 years, 

38. Nalsena— 10tKMtH4 B.C. 

Nalseim anoceeded hU fatJier in HHli* B.C. He was a very 
tyrannical and cruel king. It ia said that during the period 
of his rule this butcherly king put one lakh of people to death. 
This king was execrated and loathed throughout the country. 
Even to the present time, Ihis name in remembered with abhor- 
rence, and the word XaUen has become synonymous with a man 
of abominable character At last this terrible rule was cut short 
by the palace catching tire and Nalsena with all his family in- 
cluding three gems being burnt in the conflagration. HU 
dreadful rule extended over 25 yearn. 

39. Gokarna— 1M4-10U8 B.C. 

Nalsena left no heir to the throne, tliey having all perished 
in the tire, and then the nobles of the kingdom elected Gukanm, 
who was from the family of the Jauuuu Kajas, and installed 
him as the king of Kiwhmir. This king vu popular, being 
just and good-natured. He went to visit pilgrimages and shrines 
in India, and the king of Kanuuj sent an army to oppoae him, 
but eventually made peore with him. He visited many holy 
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places nod gave lakh* of rupees in alms, and after three years re- 
turned to Kashmir. Hr hailt u grand temple of Slmrktuievi at 
the foot of the Pradyiimnn-pitha, and the village Brand (Bn»n 
in Phakt wiw given as grant for the maintenance nf this temple, 
floknrrm ruled for 3*i years. 



40. Praiilad— 1008— I 597 B.C. 

Hia son, PrahUd, ascended the throne in 1608 B.C. He 
built the tempi* of Priteshvara on theShirakut hill in Khuihanm. 
formerly culled Bti Sani>H flnd now Biba Shukruddin hill 
He >>ccAme a disciple of a saint, named Druna. whose teachings 
produced such an effect on his mind that he retired from the 
world and became a Sany&ai. giving the. kingdom to his minister 
Bambru. He ruled for II yeare. 



41. Bambru— 15i»7-I5Sit B.C. 

Bambru wot on the throne in 1597 B.C. He wad a sagacious 
And benevolent ruler and everybody wan pleaawi with Iiin rule. 
Bui he shortly fell in love with hie maternal cousin's wife, 
named Lolare. and used to cry out #i L<>, Lo t Lo* a day and 
night. Meanwhile Lolare also fell in Iov<i with him, but she wra 
put under restraint by her people. Bambru died, and at the 
HUDA time Lolare also- brent hod her last. Lolare Bambru in 
even to the present time a popular love song* Bambru piled 
for 8 years. 



42. PhaTapasmla— 1680-1553 B.C. 

Pratdpauhiia, who was from the descendenta of (ialgendra, 
was after Bambru had abdicated the throne and become mad, 
elected by the noble* of the kingdom and crowned king of Kash- 
mir. He ruled with justice. He founded the city at the foot 
of the bill in Vular, calling it after hi* own name Pratapa-Xagar. 
and built the temple of PratAheshvara at Bhawan. It is said 
that a woman fell in love with him who eloped with ham and 
never i appeared. He reigned for 36 years. 

43, SangraV (_*hasdba — 1553-1 552 B.C. 

PratapashiliTa sou, Sangram Chandra, succeeded him in 
1553B.C. He founded* villus in Pat tan. calling it after his own 
name Sangrampura. His reign was good, but lusred only ono 
year and 4 months, after which be died, 

44. Labik Chasdiu— IfiftM521 B.C. 

Ldrik Chandra, brother of PratapaMhila. now look thvthnme. 
Hf .^tabliflhed order and grind government. Ho hudt a larg* 
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city at the foot of the Vatargang hill, calling it after hit* own 
name Larik-nngjar (I*arj, and brought a at ream through it from 
the adjacent hill- The city waa ao dense and the houses were 
■0 contiguous that it id said that a kid got over the roof of a 
house at its eastern extremity, wliich went along from roof to 
roof and only defended at ite western extremity- The stream 
Ijarkul which runs through the village lAr was excavated by him. 
He reigned for 31 years. 

45. Hiram Chakdra— 1621-1476 B.C. 

Hia son, Biraro Chandra, succeeded after his death in 1321 
B.C. He was a good and pious king, being occupied day 
anil night in worshipping. It is said that he used to bathe 
every morning at one hundred pilgrimaged and worship at one 
hundred shrines. Whatever money came a* revenue during 
the day he used to distribute among [>oor people at evening and 
nothing was kept by for next day. One evening, after he had 
distributed the day's income, a Brahman caine and asked for 
alms. 11 Excuse this time,** the king said, come to-morrow 
and I will give you as much as you want,'* ** It may be that 
Your Majesty dies during this night/* the Brahman replied, 
"then who will supply my want?* 1 On hearing this, the 
great charitable king gave himself up to tlie Brahman, tolling the 
latter to sell him in the Bazar and get the money he could procure 
for him. Tlie Brahman took him to the bazar where a merchant, 

recognizing the king, bought him for one thousand Mkhtffa 
Tlie king passed the night in the merchant's house, and the 
following morning, making himself known to lum , offered 
one thousand axhrafix he had paid to the Brahman for him. 

I have bought a king/ 1 he said humorously, 11 and nhall 
I tfivo him up without making any profit over the bargain t 9J 
The king offered ten thousand ntltnttis, but the merchant 
refused it, sayinc that he would not part with him even for 
ten lakhs of axhrafia. M What random then do you want J 
asked the king. " I want that Your Majesty will henceforth 
take the evening meal in my house all your life through," said 
this liberal-minded merchant, who wanted thim to make a name 
for himself , * 1 then I have no claim whatever upon Your Majesty/ * 
The king consented to this, and thenceforth dined every eveni 
in the merchant's house. 

Under Biram Chandra's rule the country was mast prosper- 
ous, He reigned for 45 years. 

4tJ. Babighana— 1470-1459 B.C. 

After Mn mii, Chandra** death in 1470 B.C. his son. Bahighanu, 
was acclaimed as kinp. He was not endowed with much iei- 
tellect^ but his wife Chakra Rani was a very wise woman and 
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she maintained order in the kingdom, mid directed public atfair* 
with cleverness and sagacity. It is naid that she used to ma-lu- 

round in the city at night in disguise, in order to Hnd out that 
nothing marred the peoee in the land. One dark night, while 
on her usual night tour, she overheard an noetic in a hut talking 
to his wife. The wife told him, 11 Cliakra Rani iB a brave and 
wise woman and it is surprising that she goes about alone at 
night in disguise like a man. Had this wife been the husband 
and her husband the wife, she could work miracles/* The 
ascetic replied, "May it be so. 1 * At the same time Chakra 
Rani found in herself muscular power and she came to the aa- 
eetic, beseeching him that what he had just spoken .should not 
happen. But the ascetic said that it could not be changed. 
She then relumed to the palace and found her efTeminile husband 
become moro weak. Chakra R&ni told him all what the ascetic 
hod said r and then the king was seized with intense grief and kept 
himself in seclusion for one month, after which he committed 
suicide by taking poison. Chakra R&ni then clad herself like a 
mendicant and spent her life with the ascetic by whose word 
all that misfortune had come about. Babighana's rule looted 
17 years. 

47. Bhagwant^1459-1445 B.C. 

Bhagwaiit, brother of Bahighana, was at the instance of 
Chakra Rani, raised to the throne. His administration was 
good. He built three temples and died after reigning for 
14 years. 

With Bhagwant ends the history of the remaining twelve 
out of the 35 so-called lost kings of Kashmir.
